EXPLODING EXAGG ERATIONS. 
TELLING EXAMINATION BY 
MR CLEMENTI. 

A paper on the percentages of opium 
amokera in Chinn, Seachuan and Hongkong 
haa heen prepared by Mr C. Clementi, 
Assistant, Colonial Sccretary, and wag laid 
on the'table at the Legislative Couneil 
meeting today. 

Mr Clementi cleverly illustrates the exag-" 
gorations published regarding the alleged 
hold opium has upon the 400,000,000 of 
China. Mr Clementi works out thnt the 
viewaffects two per cent, ofthe population 
—and even this he devlaves to be too high 
as the 607,192,000 trels weight of opium 
used per antum. indicates saw opium. 
The amount of prepared opium used 
is only ialf tho weight of the raw 
opium. Sie J. Jordan) reports that 
the production of opium-in Ssuchuan is 
200,000 piculs amnunily, “tof which 
182,000 ate. consumed _in_the_provinee, 
practically no foreiga opium entering this 
pact of China.” In anotlier part of the 
same report, Sir J. Jordin pninta out that 
‘*Ssuchtinn alone’ produces close on -two- 
thirds” of tho total opium production in 
Clins. Fe adds that ‘ the population of 
the ‘pr ated at 45,000,009," 
and Sir A. Hesie is of opinion ‘that LT per | 
cent. of the adults and 7 per cent. of 
the eutire population areaddiéted to opium | ~ 
smoking.” Sir J. Jardsn does not state 
upon what data Sir A. Hosie arrived at his 
¢gonclusion, but siguing from. the figures 
which he has himself supplied, it follows 
that 182,000 piculs of raw opinm will boil 
down into 11,000 piculs of prepared opium, 
or 145,690,000 tacls, implying a daily con- 
sumption of 308,904 tacks, Assuming once 
norethat cach smoker constinies Tls. 0:2 per 
diem, it results that thera are 1,994,520 
opium smokers in Sanchuan,. ie, 4° 4 per 
cent. of the whole population. 

Regarding Hongkong Mr Clementi writes 
that the total number of opinm snickers in 
the Colony is 25,310 out of a Chinese 
population of 404,814. Mr Clementi deala 
exhaustively with statislies and declares 
that, the figures speak for themselves, and 
they go far to show that the outery, which 
linacheen raised as to the prevalence of the 
opium habit among Chinese, has really no 
justification in fiet. and add one - more
